(N EA )— We 
failed in Vietnam for a number of 
good reasons. 
We? sent men who had no knowl­ 
edge of gov ernment or of Asia to ad­ 
v ise in the most sensitiv e areas of 
politics. We had high military offi­ 
cers counseling prime ministers on 
Vietnamese domestic civ ilian poli­ 
cies and on the appointing and firing 
of Cabinet officers. 
We had eager civ ilians, with 
ideals but no ex perience in political 
matters, attempting to mold South 
Vietnam in their own image and col­ 
laborating in Watergate-ty pe plots 
to achiev e noble ends. 
We made little attempt to under­ 
stand Vietnamese society and cus­ 
toms. We knew and still know nex t to 
nothing about their religion and its 
political and power structure. We 
made no effort to learn their family 
sy stem and its influence on gov ern­ 
ment, the military and business. 
We had no understanding of the 
v ery large Chinese community and 
the role it play ed. Or the relationship 
of the French to the North Vietna­ 
mese and Viet Cong. 
We made no realistic search to 
determine those men and women 
with real influence in Vietnamese 
society . Rather we persistently 
showed a predilection for those who 
spoke English or French, those who 
adopted Western way s and those 
who professed to agree with us and 


our theories. 
We were little concerned with 
building those supporting institu­ 
tions which make it possible for a 
democracy to work, perhaps be­ 
cause the men we sent did not know 
their v alue. 
We made no effort to understand 
that a shaky gov ernment is inev it­ 
ably more concerned with the per­ 
sonal loy alty of its generals than 
with their ability — and therefore we 
dev oted no time to solv ing this 
problem. 
It need not be emphasized that 
these civ il matters are ev en more 
important than military strength in 
a guerrilla war. 
Our men responsible for manag­ 
ing U.S. aid and military supply and 
distribution sy stems and for dev is­ 
ing financial and monetary prac­ 
tices had little understanding of cur­ 
rency and commodity manipulation. 
The programs they instituted 
insured that the Viet Cong tax col­ 
lectors and their military quarter­ 
masters would secure the dollars 
and supplies they required in abun­ 
dance. The French grew rich. And 
the ease with which both goods and 
funds could be div erted gav e 
strength to the most corrupt ele­ 
ments in Vietnamese society . 
For a time, we had a man in Viet­ 
nam watching for such hanky 
panky — using inv estigativ e skills he 
had learned in Europe in World War 
II. His findings were ignored and he 


was sent home. 
Militarily , we had a surprisingly 
large number of able majors and 
captains in Vietnam, who learned 
from their Vietnamese associates 
and from the enemy ’s successes. 
These men, low in the chain of com­ 
mand, had little influence. 
But we had, too, a surprisingly 
large number of generals and colo­ 
nels caught up in politics and in a 
ty pe of war they did not understand 
and refused to learn. 
They had been 
indoctrinated 
through y ears in military schools 
which put heav y emphasis on the 
U.S. Civ il War, on conv entional 
World War I and II battles in 
France, Belgium, the Netherlands 
and North Africa. They had no taste 
for guerrilla war. Those in their 
ranks with ex perience in such mat­ 
ters were pigeonholed in backwater 
offices or sent to barracks duty in 
the States or Korea. 
Our own troops fought the same 
ty pe of war we taught the Vietna­ 
mese. Our air fleets chose their tar­ 
gets in much the same manner as in 
World War II. We sent billions in in­ 
appropriate equipment and made up 
for our mistakes by ex pending large 
amounts of bombs, artillery shells 
and ammunition. The South Vietna­ 
mese learned this saturation tech­ 
nique all too well. 
This is why we failed in Vietnam. 
And this is why we may also fail in 
Southeast Asia. 


Red tra de a lwa y s wrong

BELMONT, Mass.— Ov er the 
y ears, 
most 
Americans 
hav e 
based their opposition to trading 
with Communist nations on a fear 
of future Red aggression. Mem­ 
ories of what J apan did with the 
scrap iron it purchased prior to 
World War II hav e continued to 
prov ide a sober warning about 
similar deals. 
But things hav e changed, as 
the say ing goes. Unfortunately , 
the change we refer to is not in the 
goals of the international Com­ 
munist mov ement, but in the atti­ 
tude of the American people to­ 
ward Communism, and toward 
trading with the Reds. Too many 
Americans and far too many of 
our leaders no longer see any ­ 
thing wrong with helping the 
Communists. In this era of de­ 
tente, massiv e aid and trade has 
become “ good for business” and 
“ good for peace.” 
Yet the case against supply ing 
the Communists on the grounds 
that they will use such help for 
aggression can still be made. Cer­ 
tainly , a fleeing Vietnam ese 
peasant would concur. And it 
would be equally easy to demon­ 
strate that the increasing trade 
with Communists is not trade at 
all and is not good for business, 
but is instead a giv eaway v ia the 
route 
of 
Ex port-Import 
Bank 
loans, foreign aid, and other ex ­ 
amples 
of one-way 
economic 
folly . 
The most compelling reason for 
not doing business with Commu­ 
nists, howev er, should be the 
moral prohibition against aiding 
ty ranny . Since it is obv iously true 


that no one can deal with the peo­ 
ple in a Communist nation, but 
must alway s deal with its totali­ 
tarian gov ernment, then it follows 
that such trade— no matter what 
the motiv ation—will only serv e to 
strengthen the hands of the ty ­ 
rants. 
Years ago, a personal ex peri­ 
ence highlighted this v ery point. 
While speaking before a Polish- 
American Club, I stated that all 
aid to or trade with any Commu­ 
nist nation was morally wrong be­ 
cause it helped to solidify ty ranni­ 
cal rule. A listener jumped to his 
feet to interrupt, say ing: “ I cer­ 
tainly agree. When I v isited Po­ 
land recently , my relativ es there 
begged me to get all American 
aid to Poland stopped because it 
•nlv helped to keep the gov ern­ 
ment in power.” 
Such considerations as these 
spurred 
Alan 
Thomaier 
of 
Nashua, N.H., to action a few 
weeks ago, when he heard that 
Nashua’s International Shoe Ma­ 
chine* Corporation was display ing 
the Sov iet Union’s hammer and 
sickle flag. Mr. Thomaier has­ 
tened to the plant to see it for him­ 
self, and when he noted that the 
Communist flag was actually fly ­ 
ing where the Stars and Stripes 
usually flew, he demanded an ex ­ 
planation. 
Company officials informed 
him that Sov iet v isitors were in 
the plant discussing trade possi­ 
bilities, and that the flag was be­ 
ing display ed as a gesture of 
friendliness. Mr. Thomaier, an 
elected member of the Nashua 
School Board, pointed out that the 
American flag was not display ed 


at all, and that he wanted the 
hammer and sickle taken down. 
When a minor official of the com­ 
pany responded that such action 
would hav e to be approv ed by 
company ex ecutiv e who were in 
conference with the Sov iet Com­ 
munists and could not be dis 
turbed, Alan Thomaier took the 
flag down himself and placed it on 
the assistant treasurer’s desk. 


Community reaction surprised 
ev en Mr. Thomaier. The newspa­ 
pers praised him, the people sa­ 
luted him , and radio call-in shows 
contained almost total support for 
his patriotic indignation. 
One 
caller kept things from being 
unanimous by pointing out the 
“ need for business during this pe­ 
riod of recession.” The host 
promptly suggested that perhaps 
the firm should raise “ a flag with 
a dollar sign on it.” 
The company has promised 
nev er to fly a foreign flag higher 
than ours in the future. But such a 
concession either misses or ig­ 
nores the main issue. The crucial 
consideration here is not the rela­ 
tiv e position of flags, or ev en the 
possibility of Sov iet aggression, 
but the immorality of giv ing sup­ 
port of any kind to brutal rule by 
ty rannical dictators. Ev en when 
our gov ernment say s that trading 
with the Reds is permissible, 
Americans who know the differ­ 
ence between freedom and slav ­ 
ery must insist that helping Com­ 
munist and any other ty rants is 
alway s wrong and should be 
stopped.

I propose to discuss some my ths 
v hich are v ery widely accepted, 
v hich hav e a great deal of influence 
>n public attitudes and public opin- 
ons, and y et which in my opinion 
are wholly false. 


The first my th that I want to talk 
about is what y ou might call the rob­ 
ber baron my th. It’s a my th dealing 
with the economic history of the 19th 
Century in the United States. In y our 
courses in history — ordinary politi­ 
cal history , to a lesser ex tent ev en in 
courses on economic history — y ou 
y oungsters will hav e learned that 
the 19th Century in the United States 
was an era of rugged, unrestrained 
indiv idualism in which heartless 
monopoly capitalists ex ploited the 
poor unmercifully , ground the help­ 
less under their heels, and profited 
at the ex pense of the rest of the com­ 
munity . The rich got richer and the 
poor got poorer; Wall Street was set 
against the working man. You will 
hav e learned from the standard his­ 
tory book that the farmers in the 
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Middle West, the area where we are, 
were being ground between the mill­ 
stone of falling prices for the prod­ 
ucts they sold and higher prices for 
the products they purchased. You 
will hav e learned that that was the 
reason why they became interested 
in the greenback political mov e­ 
ment, the reason why there was the 
dev elopment of the Populist senti­ 
ment in the Middle West and the 
South, that it underlay that magnifi­ 
cent speech by William J ennings 
Bry an in 18 96 when he asked wheth­ 
er mankind shall be crucified on a 
cross of gold. 
Incidentally 
that 
speech was giv en about a mile from 
the Univ ersity of Chicago. For those 
of y ou who may know the Univ ersity 
of Chicago, it was giv en at the cor­ 
ner of Cottage Grov e and 63rd 
Street, a corner which today is 
known as Sin Corner. At that time it 
consisted of open fields, and the 
Democratic Conv ention was held in 
tents. 


That’s the my th, and there is 
hardly any my th, I believ e, that is 
more deeply imbedded in people’s 
attitudes. The my th was spread by 
the reformers, the muckrakers of 
the early 20th Century , by the intel­ 
lectuals who contributed to the dras­ 
tic change that has occurred in our 
attitude toward the market on one 
hand and gov ernment on the other,

drastic change in the character of 
our society in the past 40 or 5 0 y ears. 
There is only one element of that 
my th that is correct. It was an era of 
rugged unrestrained indiv idualism. 
It was an era in which y ou had the 
closest approx imation to pure eco­ 
nomic laissez-faire in American His­ 
tory . It was an era in which, ex cept 
for the Civ il War, spending by the 
federal gov ernment nev er ex ceeded 
about 3 per cent of the national in­ 
come, a sum which is derisory by to­ 
day ’s standards when federal gov ­ 
ernment spending is approaching 30* 
per cent of the national income. It 
was an era in which there was, for 
most of it, no ICC, no FCC, no SEC, 
and y ou pick out any other three let­ 
ters of the alphabet and it wasn’t 
there either. 
It was a period when about the 
only interference with what people 
could do, aside from the tax es that 
were being imposed to finance a 
small armed force and a court, leg­ 
islature, and the like, consisted of a 
protectiv e tariff on imports. Laissez- 
faire economists at the time and now 
object to such tariffs but ev en in this 
respect, the lev el of the tariff was 
mild compared to the duties that 
were imposed later on. This situa­ 
tion did not dev elop, interestingly 
enough, out of any philosophical be­ 
lief in laissez-faire. It dev eloped 
much more simply . In the 18 30s, 
state gov ernments throughout the 
country proceeded to engage in what 
we would call socialist enterprises. 
They built canals, the State of Illi­ 
nois set up commercial banks and 
had an ex tensiv e banking sy stem, 
they financed railroads, they put up 
industries, etc. There was no objec­ 
tion to doing this; this was a great 
era of gov ernmental enterprise. But 
in the recession, panic, depression, 
whatev er y ou want to call it, of 18 37 , 
many of these gov ernment enter­ 
prises went broke. They turned out 
to be inefficient in the same sense in 
which all gov ernment enterprises 
hav e been inefficient from that day 
to this. By contrast with the situation 
today , howev er, they were allowed 
to go broke and fail. It was this ex ­ 
perience that in the 19th Century 
really set the United States on the 
road to laissez-faire.

To the Editor: 
It seems that certain factions 
are more determined than ev er, 
this y ear, to push legislation 
through to depriv e citizens of 
their constitutional right to pos­ 
sess firearms. Spiraling crime 
rates would seem to indicate that, 
possibly , they are right. Latest 
reports tell us that no less than 
some 20 organizations are in the 
process of pressuring Congress, 
State, and Local agencies for such 
anti-gun legislation. 
Howev er, many attempts hav e 
been made before to nullify the 
Second Amendment rather than 
enforce ex isting laws to deter 
those who use firearms for clear­ 
ly illegal purposes. A new, liber­ 
ally funded group, The Hand-Gun 
Control Committee, has recently 
demanded that the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission re­ 
strict the sale of hand gun ammu­ 
nition under the Hazardous Sub­ 
stances Act. 
The Commission refused to 
rule on it, but the Hand-Gun Com­ 
mittee sued, and a District Court 
ruled that the Commission MUST 
CONSIDER the proposal. 
Representativ es Sy mms and 
Hanson (R-Idaho), alert to the 
situation, hav e introduced House 
Resolution 108 7 , a bill to prohibit 
the CPSC from restricting the 
manufacture or sale of firearms 
OR ammunition. It behoov es each 
and ev ery citizen to impress upon 
the Congressmen, repeatedly , if 
necessary , just how YOU feel 
about this, and let them know ex ­ 
actly how YOU wish them v ote on 
these issues, for YOU. 
There are sev eral facets to any 
issue introduced into Congress, 
and the gun controv ersy is, by no 
means, an ex ception. Many peo­ 
ple, I hav e found, are receptiv e to 
only one side of a question and 
can’not be conv inced otherwise. 
To be fully aware and informed, 
one should be receptiv e to both 
sides, in order to come to an intel­ 
ligent decision. 
On March 13, 197 4, Sen. Ed­ 
ward Kennedy deplored the 3,000 
“ gun accidents.” According to 
“ Accident Facts," annual publi­ 
cation of the National Safety 
Council of Chicago, the figure 
quoted by Sen. Kennedy was the 


av erage, occuring for the period 
1923-1932. Howev er, the fact was 
not mentioned (also from “ Acci­ 
dent Facts” ) that by 197 2 this fig­ 
ure had declined to 2,400 and 
ranked sev enth 
in 
accidental 
deaths. Motor v ehicles led the list 
with 5 6,600; falls, 17 ,400; drown­ 
ing, 7 ,600; fires and burns, 6,8 00; 
poison (solid, liquid, gas), 5 ,300; 
suffocation, including choking on 
food, 3,900; firearms, 2,400. These 
statistics would seem to indicate 
some proof that cars, and ev en 
eating, are more hazardous to hu­ 
man life than guns! 
Sen. Ted Stev ens, on the same 
day , stated that the Law Enforce­ 
ment Assistance Administration 
(LEAA) estimated 100 million 
guns in priv ate hands in the U.S. 
From a total of 7 8 1,7 30 murders, 
robberies and aggrav ated as­ 
saults, guns were used in 345 ,347 
instances. This figures to .0035 
per cent, or l-3rd of 1 per cent of 
the estimated 100-million LEAA 
figure, total number of guns. 
Of the grand total giv en, 38 8 ,- 


65 0 were aggrav ated assaults, of 
which firearms were used in 25 
per cent of the cases; kniv es or 
other cutting instruments in 26 
per cent; hands, fists, feet and 
clubs of some ty pe in 48 per cent. 
Still no “ ban” has ev er ev en been 
suggested for this latter category , 
consisting of 7 5 per cent of all ag­ 
grav ated assaults! 
It seems quite ev ident to me 
that both the Title VII of the Om­ 
nibus Crime Control and Safe 
Streets Act, and the Gun Control 
Act of 1968 hav e, so far, been 
highly ineffectiv e insofar as halt­ 
ing crime is concerned. Doesn’t it 
appear to be much more realistic 
to increase repressiv e pressure 
on the perpetrator of the crime 
rather than on the instruments of 
crime? We hav e the laws on the 
books to do this. Let us demand 
strict and v igorous enforcement 
of these laws, as a measure of 
both personal and national secur­ 
ity . ,

F irst known as 
Art Moderne, it was a French 
sty le , but not confined to 
France. 
G erm any and Austria also 
were leaders in the design 
m ov em ent.

of m odern design.” 
Its nam e is deriv ed from the

and 
Industrial 
A rt—held 
in 
P aris in 1925. 
“E arly Art Deco display ed a 
graceful fem ininity —m otifs of 
garlands and baskets of flow­ 
ers, fountains, dov es, nudes and 
fem ale deer. The sty le ev olv ed 
until in the late 1920s cubism 
becam e a dom inant influence 
and new motifs w ere sun ray s, 
lightning bolts, gray hounds 
and the illusion of speed. Cubis­ 
tic geom etry was a v ery im por­ 
tant influence. 
“Not all art of that period is 
Art Deco and not all Art Deco 
has the sam e characteristics. If 
this m akes for confusion it also 
prov ides an ex citing period in 
which to collect,” he said. 
There is som ething for ev ery 
pocketbook and taste. You will 
find products in glass, silv er, 
furniture and jewelry that are 
fine artistic ex pressions. Col­ 
lectors also will hav e access to 
a large v olume of m ass-pro­ 
duced item s in pottery , chrom e 
and plastic. These are popular­ 
ly referred to as kitsch, he ex ­ 
plained. 
In fact, he added, Art Deco 
has becom e so popular with col­ 
lectors that it has now alm ost 
totally eclipsed the earlier Art 
Nouv eau period. 
Puckett believ es that this is 
the tim e for Art Deco collectors 
to set standards and look for the 
best of the period.

DEAR DR. LA M B- Wou ld 
y ou p lease tell rtie what cau ses 
gastric u lcers? Is an op eration 
necessary to rid my self of 
them? If not, is there some 
med ication one cou ld tak e to 
cu re them or giv e su bstantial 
relief? 
I am afflicted with these u l­ 
cers and am v ery nau seated in 
the mornings. The only relief I 
can get is to d rink a glass of wa­ 
ter to ind u ce v omiting. Any 
help y ou can giv e me will be 
greatly ap p reciated . 
DEAR R E A D E R - There are 
two k ind s of p ep tic u lcers, those 
in the stomach, called gastric 
u lcers, and the more common 
ty p e, d u od enal u lcers. The lat­ 
ter are in the first p art of the 
small intestine ju st ou tsid e the 
stomach. 
There are some minor d iffer­ 
ences in sy mp toms between u l­ 
cers in the d u od enu m and those 
in the stomach. Howev er, the 
sy mp toms may ov erlap , so y ou 
can’t tell for su re which y ou are 
d ealing with u nless y ou hav e X 
ray s and other stu d ies. 
In ou r society only abou t one 
in 10 u lcers is a gastric u lcer. 
Incid entally , before d u od enal 
u lcers became so common in 
ou r society gastric u lcers were 
the more common, and they 
tend ed to occu r more often in 
women than in men. Men are 
mu ch more p rone to d u od enal 
u lcers than women. 
The imp ortant p oint to estab­ 
lish with a gastric u lcer is 


whether it is really ju st an u lcer 
or cancer of the stomach. That 
qu estion d oesn’t arise if it is an 
u lcer of the d u od enu m. Fortu ­ 
nately most gastric u lcers are 
not cancer at all. 
The simp le gastric u lcer is 
treated mu ch the same way as 
a d u od enal u lcer. 
Althou gh 
there is u su ally less acid for­ 
mation with gastric u lcers, it is 
still imp ortant to neu tralize the 
acid d igestiv e ju ices. Antacid s 
are u sed in both instances. If 
y ou hav e a gastric u lcer y ou 
shou ld be receiv eing them. If 
there is no acid at all in the 
stomach, it is u nlik ely that y ou 
hav e ju st a gastric u lcer. 
Med icines to block the nerv e 
stimu lation of the stomach that 
ind u ces formation of acid d i­ 
gestiv e ju ices are u sefu l in both 
cases. 
Of cou rse, coffee, tea, colas 
and any caffeine-containing 
d rink s are strictly ou t; that in­ 
clu d es chocolate in all forms. 
Cigarettes shou ld be eliminated 


entirely . There shou ld be no al­ 
cohol consu mp tion in any form. 
You shou ld be cau tiou s abou t 
u sing any med icines y ou r d oc­ 
tor hasn’t p rescribed for y ou . 
There is a fairly high incid ence 
of gastric u lcers in Au stralian 
women. This is believ ed to be 
associated with their frequ ent 
habit of tak ing asp irin and asp i­ 
rin-containing med icines 
for 
tension head aches. This shou ld 
tell y ou something abou t the in­ 
ad v isability of u sing these med ­ 
icines if y ou hav e a gastric u l­ 
cer. 
Ev ery gastric u lcer d eserv es 
a carefu l med ical ev alu ation. 
It is imp ortant that the d octor 
follow the case regu larly to be 
certain the u lcer is resp ond ing 
to med ical management. Most 
will resp ond ad equ ately and 
mak e it u nnecessary to hav e 
su rgery . You r letter mak es me 
wond er if y ou are seeing a d oc­ 
tor regu larly or not. If y ou 
aren’t I’d ad v ise getting med i­ 
cal care as early as p ossible.
